Efforts were made to drill a minia­ 
ture shaft through the debris,

A report says that

killed in the second slide at Burke. 
Viet ms of the Burke slide were kill­ 
ed by flyiug debris, not buried, and 
easily recovered. 
Great 
care must 
be exercised in using dynamite, be­
